Sugar raised the famlxitr point that these evaluaters 
coul— not evixuatt .itnout coye.nn 0 . uix the intelligence in- 
volves. in the matter, he countered by saying that really high 
quality people could- undoubtedly act as would our own heviev. 
Section in evaluating ana appreciating intelligence through 
acquaintance with top-i'xight materials, through understanding 
of style, presentation, ana internal evidence. Such top-flight 
evaluaters and re-writers are what we most particularly hoped 
to finu in CIu so that tney might from a national point of viev: 
stimulate our own won: ana planning ana help to point out over- 
sights ana omissions in our general plans. To this there was 
no oojection ana. some appreciation by the General.
